given by John Callahan traffic mana- 
ger of the National Coal Association, 
before ithe Sjenate committee investi- 
gating the coal situation, at its first 
day's heating here 


'During the two weeks ending Au- 


gust 3 and 9," Mr, Cillahan said, 
' caf shortftK6 caused the bituminous 
coal mines of the country to lose ap- , 
proximatoly 6,9.00,000 tons of 
coal, 


enough to supply the entire state of 
New Jersey for ten months. The loss 
In ten weeks has been sufficient to 
supply all the New England states for 
eight months." 


•Mr. Callahan declared that if there 


are not cars at the mines it is impos- 
sible to operate the mines to full-time 
capacity. 
The shortage of cars had 


come, he said, at the time demand.for. 
coal is increasing, and at a time when 
railroad 
efficiency 
should be at a 


maximum. 


"I£ the bituminous coal operators of 


the country are given sufficient cars 
to take away the coal from the mine," 
Mr. Caltahan said, "and if there are 
no labor disturbances to prevent tho 
operation of their mines, they can 
supply 
sufficient 
fuel to meet the 


country's requirements next fall and 
>«winter. If they are not supplied with 
more cars, there umdoubtedly win be 
a repetition of the coal shortage uf 
1917-18, at least to some degree." 


Shortage of cars is not alone the 


only threatening situation in the in- 
dustry, however, according to Harry 
N. Taylor of Kansas City, president of 
the association, who preceded Mr. Cal- 
lahan on the witness atand. The 000,- 
000 miners employed throughout the 
nation are about to formulate demands 
for higher wages, Mr! Taylor declared. 
The more radical among the number, 
he said, were endeavoring to apply the 
methods of the Soviet, government of 
Russia .to the bituminous Industry. 
If their counsel should sway the more 
conservative 
of their numbers and 


extremely radical .demands should be 
made, which could not be acceded to, 
Mr. Taylor said he doubted if the op- 
erators "could mine a pound of coal." 


"To save the p.ubilc from calamity," 


I Mr. Taylor said, "it will be necessary 


to overcome three yiings; first, that 
we do not have an extraordinary se- 
vere winter; second, that the railroad 
administration move the coal In a reg- 
ular manner, and third, that by effort 
oC the miners we,produce at least 11,- 
000,000 tons of bituminous coal weekly 
for the remaining nineteen we»ks of 
the year." 


This is more than has been pro- 


duced In any one woek during the 
year thus far. 


All wage agreements bstween min- 


ers antl operators, Mr. Taylor saicl, 
would expire with the proclamation of 
peace by the President. The miners 
had already decided, Mr. Taylor said 
he was informed, in one section, to 
try to obtain a six hour working day.

given by John Callahan traffic mana- 
ger of the National Coal Association, 
before ithe Sjenate committee investi- 
gating the coal situation, at its first 
day's heating here 


'During the two weeks ending Au- 


gust 3 and 9," Mr, Cillahan said, 
' caf shortftK6 caused the bituminous 
coal mines of the country to lose ap- , 
proximatoly 6,9.00,000 tons of 
coal, 


enough to supply the entire state of 
New Jersey for ten months. The loss 
In ten weeks has been sufficient to 
supply all the New England states for 
eight months." 


•Mr. Callahan declared that if there 


are not cars at the mines it is impos- 
sible to operate the mines to full-time 
capacity. 
The shortage of cars had 


come, he said, at the time demand.for. 
coal is increasing, and at a time when 
railroad 
efficiency 
should be at a 


maximum. 


"I£ the bituminous coal operators of 


the country are given sufficient cars 
to take away the coal from the mine," 
Mr. Caltahan said, "and if there are 
no labor disturbances to prevent tho 
operation of their mines, they can 
supply 
sufficient 
fuel to meet the 


country's requirements next fall and 
>«winter. If they are not supplied with 
more cars, there umdoubtedly win be 
a repetition of the coal shortage uf 
1917-18, at least to some degree." 


Shortage of cars is not alone the 


only threatening situation in the in- 
dustry, however, according to Harry 
N. Taylor of Kansas City, president of 
the association, who preceded Mr. Cal- 
lahan on the witness atand. The 000,- 
000 miners employed throughout the 
nation are about to formulate demands 
for higher wages, Mr!

oC the miners we,produce at least 11,- 
000,000 tons of bituminous coal weekly 
for the remaining nineteen we»ks of 
the year." 


This is more than has been pro- 


duced In any one woek during the 
year thus far. 


All wage agreements bstween min- 


ers antl operators, Mr. Taylor saicl, 
would expire with the proclamation of 
peace by the President. The miners 
had already decided, Mr. Taylor said 
he was informed, in one section, to 
try to obtain a six hour working day.

SAILORS AND MARINES FOR 


VOTING PRIVILEGES 


The present session of legislature 


has made provision whereby any- eol- 


in service, or 


•. army or navy of 
and who has re- 


turned to his home, shall be entitled 
to vote in his respective election dis- 
trict even though ho has not been as- 
sessed and has not paid the usual 
taxes, or is not personally registered 
in the district in vl.icli he resides, 
provided that such cleoi;ro,i at which 


' he offers to vote shi'l oc'.-ur at such 


time as has prevented him from being 
assessed and from having paid his 
usual taxes and xvhive the same is 
necessary frnm bavin.; been personal- 
ly registered after lti» return to his 
home as is required m the cu.se of an 
elector by the constitution. 


The provision of ihis Act requires 


that he shall produce to the election 
officer a receipt from the proper tax 
collector setting forth that such per- 
son has paid a county 
tax of ten 


cents (lOc). The several tax collec- 
tors are authorized to receive §uch 
tax of ten cents.
